Our own investigations force us to the same 
conclusion. We do not find the bible to teach 
that one part of time, or any particular day, 
is to be observed in distinction from others. 
Nor do we find Sabbath breaking mentioned 
among the offences or crimes which are enu- 
merated in the teaching of Christ or his apos- 
tles. But if others have different views, as it 
is the duty of ‘every one to be pursuaded in 
his own mind,’ we are entirely willing they 
should act accordingly ; provided they allow 
their fellow citizens the same privileges.— 
This, however, is far from being the fact. In- 
stead of allowing others to follow the dictates 
of their consciences, those who are engaged 
in this business claim the right of dictating to 
others ‘thus far shalt thou go, and no farther.’ 
To expose the injustice of such a claim, and 
to show the usurpation of those who make it, 
we barely suggest the possibility of a case, in 
which we who now hold different views, should 
require them to conform to our standard of 
moral duty. Would they admit that we had 
any right to make such a requirement? Then 
where is their right? It is usurping authori- 
ty which neither the laws of God, or our coun- 
try, have given to any man. 

Butin speaking thus freely, let us not be mis- 
understood. While we deny the right of any 
man, or body of men, to dictate to others what 
they shall receive as moral duty, and though 
we avow our conviction that there is no com- 
mand requiring us as Christians to regard one 
day above another; yet we are by no 
means disposed to abolish the present obser- 
vance of the Sabbath.
